In response to the Decision on Petition issued on December 9, 2008, Applicants 
hereby petition for reconsideration. 

As discussed with Senior Petition Attorney Ms. Nancy Johnson by telephone on 
Friday March 6, 2008, Applicants were notified on December 9, 2008 that the above- 
captioned case was considered abandoned based upon formal papers provided to the Office 
for the purpose for reconstructing a lost file.
